Furthermore, the 
combination of Kasem and Nakamura discloses a electrode of a chip attached to a metallic member (i.e. lead) by gold bumps (i.e. first 
precious metal). Osawa discloses a lead 23b cover with a gold layer 23a (i.e. a second precious metal layer) that when combined with 
Kasem and Nakamura would read on the claimed invention. The reply filed 3/20/06 is improper because it is not limited to appeal or to 
amendment as specified in 37 CFR 1.113: 37 CFR § 1.113 Final rejection or action, (a) On the second or any subsequent examination 
or consideration by the examiner the rejection or other action may be made final, whereupon applicants, or for ex parte reexaminations 
filed under § 1.510, patent owner's reply is limited to appeal in the case of rejection of any claim (§ 1.191), or to amendment as specified 
in §1.114 or § 1.116.
